WASHINGTON (UPI) -A s s i­ 
stant 
Attorney General 
Will 
Wilson, the government's chief 
criminal prosecutor, has admit­ 
ted borrowing more 
than a 
quarter of q million dollars from 
a Texas financier later involved 
in a stock scandal. 
But Wilson, himself a former 
Texas attorney general, said his 
transactions with Houston pro­ 
moter Frank W. Sharp involved 
nothing illegal. 
Wilson 
issued 
a 
nine-page 
statement Thursday saying he 
borrowed $297,000 from Sharp 
and tripled his personal wealth 
while serving as Sharp's lawyer 
during the mid-60's. 
He noted that Sharp's "impli­ 
cation in a stock fraud case has 
led to insinuations that I am, or 


have been, involved in illegal 
activities as a result of this 
association. There's absolutely 
no truth to this." 


Sharp 
was 
the 
principal 
named in a civil suit filed last 
Jan 
18 by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, which 
accused him of systematically 
looting at least three banks and 
two insurance firms under his 
control. Sharp, however, was 
permitted to plead guilty to 
lesser charges and was put on 
probation for five years and 
fined $5,000. 


Wilson, who heads the Justice 
Departm ent's 
Criminal 
Divi­ 
sion, 
said 
he 
disqualified 
himself from Sharp's case. 
The Sharp case triggered a 


political scandal in Texas. Gov. 
Preston Smith and Democratic 
Party Chairman Elmer Baum, 
among others, were alleged to 
have made quick profits in stock 
deals in return for supporting a 
banking bill sought by Sharp In 
the end, however. Smith vetoed 
the bill. 
Wilson said Sharp became one 
of his law clients in the spring of 
1963, the year after Wilson lost 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
primary to John B. Connallv, 
later governor of Texas and now 
treasury secretary. 
"In addition to our lawyer- 
client 
relationship, 
business 
interests 
controlled 
by 
Mr. 
Sharp were 
a 
source 
of 
legitimate credit for me 
similar to other lending mstitu- 


tions I used to increase mv land 
holdings," Wilson said. 
He said he had "engaged in 
very 
few 
land 
transactions 
during the time I was attorney 
general. However, the value of 
the land that I owned, located in 
the fast growing cities of Dallas 
and 
Austin, 
continued 
to 
appreciate and bv 1963 my net 
worth 
was 
approxim ately 
$500.000." 
During 
the subsequent six 
years 
of 
his 
private 
law 
practice, and his association 
with Sharp. Wilson said, his net 
worth grew to approximately 
$1.3 
million. 
He 
said 
the 
primary reason for the increase 
was the rapidly appreciating 
value of property he owned in 
big cities.

Nixon gains 
first victory 
with freeze 


TOKYO 
(UPI »—Japan 
yielded 
tonight to American pressure and 
announced it will permit the yen to 
start floating 
to 
its own 
level 
Saturday. 
The 
move 
meant 
an 
effective revaluation upward and 
the first major victory for President 
Nixon's drastic economic reform 
program. 
The U.S. Treasury Department 
issued a statement in Washington 
saying,"We welcome the decision of 
Japan as a further step toward a 
more 
realistic 
realignment 
of 
international exchange rates which 
the 
president 
envisioned 
in 
his 
address to the nation on Aug. 15. 
In simpler terms it meant Nixon 
had won —for the time being —his 
fight to raise the price of Japanese 
imports to the United States and 
decrease the price of American 
exports to Japan to reverse the U.S. 
balance of payments deficit, now 
running about $3.3 billion a year. 
The Japanese decision brought 
momentary confusion to European 
money markets and halted some 
exchange 
transactions. 
European 
economists predicted the yen would 
appreciate up to 15 per cent over the 
d o l la r 
but 
w e re 
a w a itin g 
developments. 
Finance Minister Mikio Mizuta 
made the yen announcement after a 
day of frantic efforts to keep the yen 
at its present parity of 360 to the 
dollar. The Bank of Japan bought up 
$1.6 billion in dollars today but could 
not stem the tide of events. It has 
bought more than $3 billion since the 
Nixon announcement and now holds 
$12.6 billion in foreign currency and 
gold reserves. 
Mizuta said the decision to float 
the yen was a temporary one and 
said the Bank of Japan would step in 
and buy more dollars if the value of 
the yen began to soar out of control. 
He declined to say how long the 
floating will remain in force.

Americans were camped for the 
night. 
The 
Communists 
fired 
machine guns and B40 rockets and 
the Americans called in helicopter 
gunships and artillery and finally 
drove off the attackers.

personnel carriers and a Sheridan 
tank to the Communists It was the 
toughest ground action involving 
any American unit in Vietnam since 
April 17 when two GIs were killed

Milton Friedman, a University of 
Chicago economist, said from his 
Vermont vacation home today that 
Japan's decision to float the yen is 
"extremely good news" 
but he 
warned against counting any gains

Friedm an, 
form er 
economic 
adviser 
to 
Nixon, 
questioned 
whether the Japanese will "really 
let the yen rise to its true market 
value 
or try to control the float to 
keep the yen still undervalued. The 
United States has hoped for an 
upward revaluation of the yen of as 
much as 25 per cent. 
Mizuta 
and 
other 
Japanese 
government officials forecast that 
Japan will lose about $3 billion in its 
exports 
to 
America 
and 
other 
nations as result of letting the yen 
float. This was one reason Japan had 
refused for the past 12 days to raise 
the yen’s price. 
The announcement meant that 
Japanese television sets and cars 
exported to the United States would 
increase in value in roughly the 
same amount the yen increases in 
value —plus the 10 per cent surtax 
Nixon announced as part of his 
economic deal. 
A Japanese car now selling for 
$2.000 in the United States could cost 
$2,200 with imposition of the surtax 
and as much as $2,500 if the yen 
increases as much as 15 per cent in 
value.

Commission denied an application trom 
Hughes to restructure the corporations 
that operate seven Las Vegas and Reno 
casinos. 
The governor said. "T he time is here 
when the people of Nevada must insist 
upon substance, not shadows, in the all- 
lm portant area of gaming licenses." 
It was the first denial by the state on a 
Hughes application since he started his 
$250 million purchases of casinos, land, 
mining claim s and other businesses in 1967. 
He is the state s largest taxpayer, private 
land owner, employer and gambling club 
operator 
Last March an application was m ade to 
the 
State 
Gaming 
Commission 
to 
restructure the corporate set-up and to 
have New York attorney Chester Davis 
licensed as an officer in the Nevada 
companies. Since then there has been a 


growing disenchantment with the Hughes 
organization and state otticials want it first 
hand that the changes being proposed had 
the approval of Hughes, who now lives in 
the Bahamas. 
The Gaming Commission three weeks 
ago wrote a letter telling Hughes he must 
either personally appear, submit to a face- 
to-face interview or send a handwritten, 
fingerprinted 
letter 
which 
could 
be 
verified. 
Gov. O'Callaghan last week received a 
typewritten letter with no fingerprints on it 
and allegedly signed by Hughes. "I do not 
believe 
it 
came 
from 
Hughes," 
said 
O'Callaghan. 
despite 
assurances 
from 
company officials that their boss had sent 
the letter. 
The content of the 
letter was not 
disclosed. 
The unanimous vote of the Gaming 
Commission not to allow the changes does 
not close down the six Las Vegas "Strip 
casinos or Harolds Club in Reno.

county jail system. 
The new county jail in Goleta Valley is already full, and 
lacks a work turiough program which had been tentatively 
programmed for it. it was shown 
Lack of facilities for juvenile offenders and others means 
a staggering load of probation cases, many point-out. 
Transportation of prisoners between north county holding 
facilities and South County detention areas also has 
presented a formidable problem involving heavy expense. 


The complete facilities envisioned by north county 
authorities to serve their areas would go several steps 
beyond what the county has been contemplating. 
The county s long - range program includes a juvenile 
hall in the county 's 80 - acre governmental complex area off 
Foster Rd . at a cost of more than $300.000. and expansion 
of the new holding facility at Santa Maria sheriff s branch 
office in the same area. 


If the program of the north county officials is approved, it 
could mean the cities of Santa Maria and Lompoc would be 
out of the jail business. This would represent considerable 
savings in operating costs and make it unnecessary to 
construct costly additional administrative space at the 
current facilities. 
Also, it was shown, under the proposed program the 
courts would have all the alternatives available at time of 
sentencing 
prisoners 
to 
bring 
about 
meaningful 
rehabilitation processes, thus resulting hopefully in a 
reduction of crime in the area. 
Such a program would also negate the need for an 
expansion of the county jail at Goleta Valley tor a 
considerable time, as more than 50 per cent of all prisoners 
in the county jail system come from northern county 
courts. 
It is felt that a centralized jail system under the sheriff s 
administration would result in a more efficient operation 
with a commensurate cost saving to county taxpayers.

The next seven plays were 
a diamond ruff; the ace of 
clubs; a club ruff with the 
four of trumps (South could 
not afford to ruff high); two 
more diamond ruffs and two 
more club ruffs. 
This left South with two 
high trumps, two diamonds 
and a spade.

PEKING—(N E A )-I had a 
sore throat in China. They 
cured it by sticking a needle 
in my hand. 
Fantastic? Yes—to us, but 
not to the Chinese. In China, 
everything is different. To 
try to understand what is 
going on there, you have to 
forget everything you ever 
learned about human nature. 
B e c a u s e the Chinese are 
changing that, too. 


I went to China to make a 
documentary^ film on every­ 
day life. I came out three 
weeks later, having seen a 
way of life which resembled 
n o t h i n g I had seen in 17 
other countries I visited. 


One fact alone m a k e s 
China extraordinary—its 700 
million people. Just provid­ 
ing food, clothes and homes 
for all of them is a colossal 
task. 


Don't go to China making 
comparisons with Phoenix. 
Passaic or Peoria. It’s hu­ 
man to do so but China can­ 
not be compared with any­ 
where else. 
Most of what we think we 
know about China is either 
myth or out of date. 


The Communist revolution 
s m a s h e d the old society. 
Mao Tse-tung’s cultural rev­ 
olution smashed the new so­ 
ciety, after only 20 years. 


The cultural revolution was 
f u n d a m e n t a l . Mao, who 
made China a Communist 
country and who had got rid 
of mandarins and beggars, 
starvation and foreign bank­ 
ers, saw his new China de­ 
veloping like e v e r y other 
state. Office workers, teach­ 
ers, civil servants, doctors 
and engineers looked down 
on g a r b a g e m e n , clerks, 
street s w e e p e r s , laborers 
and machine minders. Mao 
saw a Communist party elite 
developing, plus a big bu­ 
reaucracy, all mouthing slo­ 
gans without applying them 
to life and piling up paper­ 
work unrelated to producing 
the goods. 


Mao set out—against fierce 
opposition from some of his 
colleagues—to smash all this 
up and end the division be­ 
tween mental and physical 
labor. He seems to have won. 


But they still have 4,000 
y e a r s of culture haneine 
over them—old customs, old 
habits, old t h i n k i n g . To 
break this down, Mao has 
said many things, but the 
phrase that’s most popular 
t h e s e days is: “Dare to 
think and dare to act.” 
What this means in prac­ 
tice I saw in the mountains 
of the n o r t h , at a place 
n a m e d Tachai where the 
peasants have dug up the 
mountains and carried rocks 
and soil—on their backs— 
somewhere else. 
China’s c a p i t a l , China’s 
wealth, is China’s millions. 
When you’re in China you 
get a feeling after awhile 
that there are so many peo­ 
ple they can do anything. 
I suppose this is what wor­ 
ries a lot of people outside 
China. The thought of 700 
million industrious Chinese 
working calmly away for six 
days every week, nonstop, 
transforming this huge coun­ 
try which has deserts as 
well as rice paddies, and in 
the p r o c e s s transforming 
themselves as well. 
The aim of education, for 
example, is to make children 
feel that there is no problem 
that cannot be solved—and 
also that no job is so menial 
that someone else ought to 
do it. He doesn’t have to 
pass exams. This, they say. 
might “am bush’’ the child. 
At the age of 12, Chinese 
children start physical labor 
in addition to their class- 


room lessons. They learn 
how to grow food in the 
school garden and how to 
make tools in the s c h o o l 
workshop. And it isn’t “let’s 
pretend” stuff. They grow 
rice and vegetables, keep 
their own chickens and make 
real things for sale. 
This 
practical education 
goes on all through life, ex­ 
cept that after school years 
it becomes re-education. 
Near Peking I found the 
head of a Peking department 
store who was being -“re­ 
modeled.” He was shoveling 
muck in a piggery. He said 
he was having a wonderful 
time and that the open-air 
life was doing him a world 
of good. 


He had been plucked out of 
his d e p a r t m e n t store to 
learn what it is like to get 
one’s hands dirty doing a 
dirty job. No m atter who you 
are, your turn for “remod­ 
eling” eventually comes. 


But while everyone works, 
no one rushes. Work is done 
at a leisurely pace. I never 
once saw a sweaty brow be­ 
ing wiped with a weary hand. 
I never once saw anyone who 
looked exhausted. They take 
t h e i r t i m e , but they get 
things done. 


The sense of being a m em ­ 
ber of a community is very 
strong in China. People help 
each other, and they don’t 
have to be told to do so. 


I was on a plane flying 
from C a n t o n to Shanghai 
when the pilot was radioed 
that he would have to make 
a stop in Hangchow because 
the weather was bad over 
Shanghai. We landed as or­ 
dered, but then a big discus­ 
sion began about continuing 
the flight. 


For we had an important 
passenger aboard, a factory 
worker whose fingers had 
been sliced off in a machine. 
Doctors had stitched the fin-* 
gers back on but the joints 
weren’t mending properly, 
so he was going to Shanghai 
for more treatm ent. 


The pilot, the s t e w a r d ­ 
esses, the airport workers, 
even the waiter and the cook 
from the Hangshow airport 
hotel, all got together on the 
tarm ac to discuss whether 
or not to go on. 


The discussion circle de­ 
cided it was correct to go on 
to Shanghai because it was 
in the interests of the man 
with the injured hand that he 
should get there as quickly 
as possible. 


So off we went again. 


Flying is a p l e a s u r e in 
China. They have a “jump 
in, let’s go” approach to air 
travel. No nonsense about 
safety belts, although belts 
are there. Passengers stroll 
up and down the aisles, as 
someone munches an apple 
—s u d d e n l y we’re up and 
away. 


Don’t b e l i e v e all those 
stories about no sex in China. 
You can see plenty of boys 
and girls nuzzling in the 
parks, but not in the day­ 
time; daytime is for work. 


There are lots of pretty 
g i r l s . “ There’s a s l i c k 
chick,” I said admiringly 
one day. 


Wang Lien-Yi, my inter­ 
preter, wagged a finger seri­ 
ously. “Now, now, comrade 
McLeod,” 
he 
admonished. 
“ We don’t speak of our wom­ 
en that way.” 


“ Get 
a w a y , ”

“ You’re talking like an old 
puritan. How did you get 700 
million people, anyway?”

In China, there’s always 
something around the corner 
that you don’t expect. In a 
silk factory, I came upon a 
group of women sitting and 
chatting. 


“Tea b r e a k ? ” 1 asked. 
“ No, political study period,” 
said Mr. Wang. 


S t u d e n t s really have to 
work. This is the timetable 
of a Chinese student’s work­ 
ing day: 


6 a.m .—Get up.

China is self-reliant as a 
nation and this penetrates 
down to all levels. 


I’ve a l r e a d y mentioned 
Tachai. It is hardly known 
outside China, but it is fa­ 
mous a m o n g the Chinese. 
“ In agriculture, learn from 
Tachai” is a p h r a s e of 
Mao’s. 


Tachai is in the northern 
mountains, a night’s train 
ride from Peking. There are 
less than a hundred families 
there but thev have become 
pace-setters for the whole 
country. 
There land is hilly, steeply 
sloped and rocky. There are 
long periods of dry weather, 
broken by heavy rains which 
run away with the topsoil, 
leaving deep ravines. 


Often, the laboriously built 
and carefully cultivated ter­ 
races on which food is grown 
for the whole community 
were swept away in storms. 
.After the disastrous floods of 
1963 the people of Tachai de­ 
cided to tackle the erosion 
problem once and for all. 


Using explosives but with­ 
out a single machine, they 
moved thousands of tons of 
rock and soil to construct 
new terrace walls on deep 
foundations. Then they car­ 
ried back up the hillsides the 
topsoil that had been washed 
down. Newly dug irrigation 
wells, channels and drains 
now carry off floodwater and 
distribute water for irriga­ 
tion during dry periods. 


The 
community—all 
the 
land is communally owned 


—also found time to rebuild 
their village, in stone, and 
they planted trees for shade, 
fruit and timber. 


The Tachai villagers, with 
spades and baskets slung 
from s h o u l d e r poles, tri­ 
umphed over natural hard­ 
ship in one of the country’s 
poorest areas and made for 
themselves a more comfort­ 
able and more secure life. 


The “ spirit of Tachai” and 
the slogan “Dare to think 
and dare to act” have be­ 
come forces in the transfor- 
m a t i o n of China’s “good 
earth.”

I got my sore throat in 
Yenan. I also felt slightlv 
giddy. So I had a hot drink 
and a couple of aspirin-type 
tablets which I’d b r o u g h t 
with me. 


But the Chinese weren’t 
taking any chances and a 
“barefoot doctor” was sent 
to have a look at me. He had 
shoes on—barefoot doctor is 
a term for a medical man 
without specialized medical 
training. He looked terrible: 
awful teeth, a bit of wispv 
beard on his chin, ragged 
clothes. 
He o p e n e d his box and 
said, “You can have either 
W e s t e r n medicine or the 
needles.” 
1 cracked a 
ioke. some­ 
thing about sticking a needle 
in one ear and out the other, 
then twiddling the ends. He 
didn’t l a u g h . He took a 
needle and stuck it in the 
back of my hand between 
the thumb and forefinger. 
There was no pain, no blood. 
He stuck another in my arm. 


“ Can vou feel anything?” 
he asked. “ No,” I said. 


Then he twiddled the nee­ 
dles. I said I felt a bit numb, 
but it was nothing much. 
After 10 minutes he took the 
needles out. Again there was 
no blood. The soreness went 
from my throat. 
I wasn’t sure about the 
needle treatm ent that time. 
It might have been the hot 


drink or the tablets, or both, 
which brought relief. But a 
few days later I got another 
chance. I got a headache. It 
was in Tachai. I’d been out 
in the sun, working hard for 
several hours, and I had a 
thundering headache—bang, 
bang, 
bang-a-bang 
in 
the 
temples. Awful. “ We’ll get a

The “doctor” offered me 
a tablet or the n e e d l e s . 
“ Needles,” I said. He stuck 
one in each temple, level 
with my eyes. He twisted the 
ends, left them in for 10 m in­ 
utes, then took them out. 


My headache went, and I 
haven’t had another since. 


That’s acupuncture. 


What’s it all about? How 
does it work? 
The Chinese invented it. 
They say that the body is full 
of stresses and strains and 
the needles relieve the pres­ 
sure, like a safety valve. 


I saw something else. In a 
Shanghai hospital was an 11- 
year-old boy whose left leg 
was crippled by polio when 
he was three months old. The 
hospital stuck needles in his 
thigh and ankle. Now he can 
walk—stiffly, but he walks. 


Some Western doctors say 
acupuncture is baloney. But 
to the Chinese, who often in­ 
ject herbal medicine at the 
points after the needles are 
withdrawn, the treatm ent is 
part of their t r a d i t i o n a l 
‘medicine, centuries old. It’s 
one of their “ great treas­ 
ures” and they haven’t dis­ 
carded it despite the cultural 
revolution. 


All the talk in the West 


now is about China becoming 
more friendly. P r e s i d e n t 
N i x o n has even said he 
wants to go there. 


From what I heard, he’ll 
never make it. As long as 
Americans prop up Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa and 
propagate a line about two 
Chinas, W a s h i n g t o n will 
whistle in vain for better re­ 
lations with Peking. 


Also, these Chinese aren’t 
so anxious to get into the 
United Nations. “We don’t 
believe in just sitting and 
talking,” they said. “Talking 
is all very well, but one also 
has to act.” 
I c o u l d see what they 
mean: Sitting around doesn’t 
move mountains.

Maybe you've seen that little sign some guys have around 
their office. It says Lord please help me keep my big mouth 
shut because every time I open it up I put my foot in it. 
Vern Stouffer, the owner and board chairman of the 
Cleveland Indians, doesn't have that sign in his office, but 
maybe he should. Particularly after what he has gone and 
said. 
He was so excited and enthusiastic about reaching an 
agreement to have his Indians play 27 of their home games 
in New Orelans in 1974 that he had to rush right out and tell 
some of his friends the good news. In strictest confidence, 
of course. 
Vern Stouffer shook up a lot of people. The full impact of 
what he did hasn’t really hit him yet, but he needn't worry 
about that. It will. It will, indeed. 
The New Orleans people who broke ground for their new 
$130-million Louisiana Superdome two weeks ago are 
playing it a little coy. 
“ We re not interested in robbing any Major League city 
of its franchise, " they say. 
Fine 
We can lay that nice little speech directly alongside an 
almost identical one made by some long forgotten Atlanta 
official before the Braves were moved from Milwaukee. 
This noble gentleman didn't want to go taking anything 
away from the good people up in Wisconsin. No, sir. 
Let's get back to Vern Stouffer, though. Vern Stouffer, 
the fellow who likes to spread the good news. 
Now that his big secret is out how in the world does he 
ever expect anybody in Cleveland to come out and watch his 
vanishing Indians play next year; not to mention the year 
after that?

Similarly, the Indians were all set to move to Seattle 
years later and had to back off again. 
As if they don't have enough trouble —the Indians’ atten­ 
dance was down more than liX),000 the last time I looked — 
there is also the little matter of Vada Pinson saying 
publicly he will not play with them next year. 
Pinson, who gets $63,000 annually, lives in Oakland and 
has told Gabe Paul he would prefer playing for a West 
Coast club next year. Accordingly, letters have gone out 
asking the Angels. A's, Gaints, Dodgers and Padres what 
they'll give for the disenchanted 33-year-old outfielder. 
The Angels would have taken him last winter but the 
Indians asked for pitcher Andy Messersmith in return and 
that took care of that.

South Lake Tahoe. — The rush of 
the vacationists is still on with 
Labor Day and the start of school 
still far enough away to be ignored. 
Station wagons packed with kids, 
the big campers, the sleek sport 
cars pass in an unending stream 
around Lake Tahoe. 
What is happening on the shores of 
this 
magnificent 
lake 
can 
be 
repeated a hundred times over 
across the country. The quation is 
simplicity 
itself: 
A 
priceless 
heritage out of the American past 
overwhelmed by sheer numbers and 
by the exploiters, the subdividers, 
the greedy boosters, the apostles of 
a progress grounded in the empty 
conviction that more and more is 
better and better. 
Of the surviving pieces of the 
American 
past 
Lake 
Tahoe 
is 
unique. At an altitude of 6,228 feet, it 
is — or was — of extraordinary 
clarity, a sapphire blue mirroring in 


its

miles 
the 
m ountains 
around 
it. 
Mark 
Twain in “ Roughin 
It," his book on the 
gold rush days in 
N evad a 
and 
California, 
described his first 
encounter 
with 
Tahoe: 


“ We plodded on ... and at last the 
lake burst upon us — a noble sheet of 
blue water, walled in by a rim of 
snow-clad peaks that towered aloft 
full three thousand feet higher still! 
... As it lay there with the shadow's 
of 
the 
mountains 
brilliantly 
photographed on its still surface, I 
thought it must surely be the fairest 
picture the w hole earth affords. 
The 
picture 
is 
today 
so 
overburdened with developments, 
condominiums, 
high-rise 
hotels, 
ever-expanding gambling casinos on 
the Nevada side, that Mark Twain 
would 
hardly 
recognize 
it. 
A 
determined effort is now being 
made to save what is left of the 
unspoiled shore line and put a brake 
on the bulldozers ot the subdividers 
already 
silting 
up 
the 
more- 
developed areas. Whether it is not 
already too late is the question 
troubling conservationists and those 
who have long loved this unique 
treasure. 
The crux of the effort is in the 
California-Nevada bi-state compact 
ratified by Congress and charged 
with formulating a regional plan and 
eventually enforcing it. But the plan 
must bo ratified by a commission of 
10, of whom six represent county 
jurisdictions 
and 
real 
estate 
interests pushed for more and more. 
Thus far 
the regional planning 
association has been conspicuously 
unsuccessful in clamping down on 
individual cases bound to be in 
violation of the plan eventually 
adopted, 
Various proposals were pushed in 
the 20s and '30s to create a Lake 
Tahoe National Park as was done 
with 
another 
unique 
treasure. 
Crater Lake in Oregon. But in 1935 
the park service ruled that private 
development had gone so far as to 
make acquisition of land for a park 
impractical. 
Since then land values have gone 
right over the highest mountain 
One of the new developments quotes 
prices for lake shore lots of 100 feet 
at $42.000 to $62.000 Condominiums 
on the mountain side with what is 
optimistically called a lake view 
start at $65,000. 
In any plan, as the League to Save 
Lake Tahoe readily acknowledges, 
property ow ners must be adequately 
compensated 
For many ot them 
land is their only asset So it takes 
monev, Justus K Smith, executive 


director, of the Tahoe Regional 
Planning Association, estimates the 
federal government would have to 
come through with, at a rough 
estimate, $450 million, the cost of an 
aircraft carrier.

The push at Tahoe goes on with 
the gambling industry, the most 
formidable of its kind in the world, 
the biggest pusher.

Nixon signals 


The timing of President Nixon's 
sweeping 
moves to bolster the 
American economy gives the whole 
undertaking 
a 
heavy 
political 
overlay. 
For some months, analysts have 
been saying that August was about 
the last moment the President could 
take major steps which might ease 
unemployment and inflation in time 
to benefit him in a 1972 bid for re- 
election. 
The argument runs that measures 
like tax cuts, investment credits, a 
wage-price freeze and slashes in 
federal spending make their impact 
slowly. It is estimated that if they 
are instituted now or very soon, 
important beneficial effects will not 
be felt until March of next year. 
Any sizable gains after that time, 
it is contended, would come too late 
to help Nixon at the polls. 


W h e th e r 
the 
President 
accepts 
this reasoning is not 
known, but it is a 
fact he has acted 
just within what are 
seen as his danger 
limits. 


That he has done so, and that he 
has acted so drastically, should put 
at 
rest 
all doubts 
that he is 
interested in running again in 1972. 
The moves are his recognition 
that the economy long since has 
become 
the 
big 
issue 
of 
the 
campaign — made more prominent 
by the winding down of the Vietnam 
war. 
In 1968. Nixon won four of the 
eight 
big 
northern 
states 
— 
California, Illinois. Ohio, and New 
Jersey — all by margins of two or 
three per cent. He knows, and gets 
constant reminders from political 
advisers, 
that 
he 
could 
be 
hardpressed to hold those states 
next year if unemployment and 
inflation 
were 
not 
moving 
downward substantially by then. 
California, with the nation's richest 
electoral vote harvest < 45 >, is in the 
worst plight of any big state. 
By his broad-stroke assault on the 
problems, the President, of course 
has 
put 
his 
potential 
1972 
Democratic 
rivals 
into 
severe 
difficulties. Only days before he 
acted. Senators Edmund Muskie and 
George McGovern delivered major 
economic speeches to a Texas labor 
convention. Now Nixon has, for the 
moment, cut the heart out of their 
case 
McGovern's reaction was that of a 
wounded man It took him months to 
fact the reality that his great issue, 
the war, was not the big thing. He 


finally switched to the economy, and 
then had to watch Nixon cut him off 
at the shoetops. His blast at the 
President’s proposals as unwise and 
inadequate is, to say the least, 
premature 
In the end, naturally, the months 
ahead will determine whether Nixon 
has, for 1972 re-election purposes, 
robbed the Democrats of their key 
issue. Should the proposals fail to 
get men back to work and hold 
prices down, the issue will quickly 
rise again to threaten him. 
But if the measure works — not 
perfectly perhaps but sufficiently 
well 
to 
bring 
about 
real 
improvemtnt and convince millions 
of voters the President has the 
capacity to act decisively — he may 
find himself in a far stronger 
position by spring of 1972 than he is 
in today. 
Not the least unsettling thing for 
the Democratic contenders was the 
speed and magnitude of Nixon s 
economic 
action. 
As 
with 
his 
announcement of the visit to China, 
the dramatic new thrust on the 
economy demonstrated forcefully 
the power of the sitting president to 
affect the course of events in 
massive and surprising ways.
